The  Ruj*al  Electrification- Administration  today 
annotmced  38  allotnents  totaling  $5,862,580  for  rura,l  power 
line  and  generating  plant  construction  and  wiring  and  pliinhing 
loans  in  20  States. 

Since  its  inception,  REA  has  allotted  $134,764,025 
for  rural  power  projects  in  45  States.  Of  this  total, 
$46,878,580  represents  allotments  since  July  1,  1938.  The 
projects  approved  so  far  arc  designed  to  make  electric  ser- 
vice aVailahle  to  more  than  400,000  farms  and  other  rural 
cus  toners .
